We must not forget that we are a revo¬ 
lutionary party, and that in great 
decisive moments the beat platform Is 
only a piece of paper—nothing more. 
Platforms are by their very nature 
temporary, for they are subject to 
changes every year or two at the con¬ 
ventions. Platforms, therefore, must 
naturally consider questions of the 
present time and of momentary re-

ing the direction of the movement and 
the end aimed at In a g enwa l way.

to get the people with us, or at least 
the majority of the people. We must 
get the farmers. 

But how? 

Soclallat production^ as we all know, 
must be the result of concentration of 
industry. Socialism is ''based solely 
upon lurge production. (Grossbetrieb.) 

And there was no such concentration 
perceptible In our agriculture during 
the last 20 or 30 years. 

On the contrary, the farms in the 
United States Increased from 2,600,000 
in 1870 to 4,6(16,000 in 1880. That is 
an increase in the number of farms of 
71 per cent, in twenty years. 

In sp^ of a few bonanza farms In 
California and Dakota, the average 
sli^e of a farm is now o^y 138 acres. 

*1110 labor units employed directly 
in agriculture grew from 6,870,000 in 
1870 to 8,300,000 in 1880—which goes 
to show that It is mainly the farmers 
and their next kin who are working 
on the farms. There has not only 
been no lincrease of hired help oa the 
farma, bat a positive decrease since 
1870. Farm machinery has displaced 
4,430,000 labor units on the farms 
which would find work there bad there 
been no farm machinery Invented. But 
so far the effect of the new inventions 
in agricultural machinery have only 
tend^ to strengthen the middle-sized 
farm, making It possible for the farmer 
to take care of a larger area himself. 

( will try to explain the reason for 
this queer fact—1. e., machinery seem¬ 
ingly strengthening the middle class 
man instead of the capitalist—in my 
next article, when I will also give some 
more detailed statiatics. 

But I will say right here: 

In the end capitallam may work In 
the field of agriculture the same way 
aa In manufacturtiw, or It may not. 
owihg fb ’fhe pecunat coiidUli!wir''df 
agriculture, which seemingly work 
against concentration, even in Ger¬ 
many, where the laws are in favor of 
establishing large estates in land. 
But however this may be, we are not 
at the “end” as yet, and the city 
proletariat cannot wait for that “end.” 

The city proletariat and part of the 
country proletariat, the miners and 
railroaders are ready for collectivism 
now—for collectivism In a great many 
branches. The proletariat is not only 
ready for it, but must have it. If gen¬ 
erations are not to die In a sea of 
misery as generations of slaves have 
perished in times of old. 

And the proletariat, even if It should 
unite to the last man, will never be 
able to have collectivism so long as the 
farmers are opposed to It. And If we 
are to wait until the majority of the 
farmers become proletarians we might 
just aa well give up our fight against 
capitalism, for even a tenant-farmer 
Is not a proletarian; on the contrary, 
be It often an employer. 

All these things are facts and Social¬ 
ists ought never to Ignore facts. 

But fortunately, the farmers are ai- 
moet M much In need of coUectlrlsm 
In the Industrial branches mentioned 
u we are. 

The average Income of a farmer, 
according to the census of 1890, was 
about 1540 a year. The average In¬ 
come of a wage-worker was »440 a 
year. 

Tls true the farmer had his bousing 
and some ■»^lctual8 free besides. But 
on the other hand, he missed many 
advantages of clvljlzation which go 
wtth life In the cities. And he airo 
bad to exploit his own labor and toe 
labor of his family to the utmost. The 
farmer aa a rule Is a self-exploiter to 
the point of “skinning.” 

An.1 his boasted “Independence is 
rather limited. Ft is not the fanner 
nor the crop that sets the price of the 
products. Aside from the sheer In¬ 
sanity of a condition that often makes 
a bail crop more valuable to him than 
a good one—the price of wheat wd 
other cercalB Is not even fixed In this 
country; It Is fixed In the iMrketo of 
the irorld. In Ldverpool and Hamburg. 
And In the markets of the ^rid our 
farmers have to 
labor of the Hindoo# In B^tteh 
and with the mixed tacM of •Wo

THE TRADES UNION HOVEHENT.

William Dean Howell’s 
Socialism. 


"After all, 'we are our brother’s 
kiH'pers, tbongh a CAinic society baa 
been denying It ever since the first 
murder. We are put into one anotber’s 
ouKtody in this world; here, where so 
many things are in doubt, this is un¬ 
questionable. Up to toe present time 
our noUou of a custodian baa been 
some sort of jailer. Society really pro¬ 
vides DO other for the weaker brethren. 
We imprison people whom we find 
wandering about without a home; we 
imiirison utter poverty; we imprison 
hopeless mlafortime. We may not all. 
bf us'toibk that a very fine thing; but 
we have to draw the line somewhere, 
and if we are brought to book about 
It, we shrug and aa^ What are we to 
do? Are we to give tramps a decent 
lodging? Are we to secure to poverty 
the means of livelihood? Are we to 
succor misfortune without shutting it 
up and putting It to shame? 

"These questions, which are of our 
own asking, must be of our own 
answering. It Is not that misery is 
growing, but that it is growing intoler- 
able, if not to the sufferer, then to the 
witness. We have come a certain way 
toward humanity, and it seems to be 
the parting of the -ways. One path ■will 
lead us onward to the light; the other 
will take us roundabout, and back to 
the darkness we came out of. In this 
age a man denies the claim of hu¬ 
manity with much greater risk to him- 
fH>lf than formerly. He is in danger 
of truly becoming a devil; not the sort 
with horns and hoofs and forked tails, 
who were poor, harmless fellows at 
the worst, but the sort of devil who 
acta upon the belief that every man 
must take care of bimaelf. 

"That is the belief which society, as 
a whole, acts upon now, as far as it 
can: but personally we are each more 
or less ashamed of it. and reject it 
more or less openly. It is the rule of 
buslucss, but it is not the rule of life; 
liecauBc it is in the experience of every 
living soul that men cannot take care 
of themselves. 

"It is not yet so apparent to us all 
that men must take care of one an¬ 
other; but in the history of the race 
that la the most obvious lesson. The 
.stronger man must take care of the 
weaker, ns his jailer, on the old lines; 
and in conformity to the Ideals of the 
stone age in political e<x>nomy; or else 
he must take care of him as bis 
bi other. 

"Jailer or brother, which shall It be? 
There is no middle choice, and there 
never was; and if wc do not choose 
brother, jailer will choose Itself. There 
is something terribly active in evil; it Is 
IMisItlve, full of Initiative. The weed 
comes, and flourishes against the hoe; 
the useful plant must be coaxed to 
come, and must be carefully tend^; 
the flower must l)e cherished. All 
morality, all clvIMty, is tb^ effect of 
tr.ving to be good.” 

With the exception of one small con- 
i-ern. which can iniike no trouble, the 
inanlpnlators of the wall paper trust 
have succeeded, In effecting a national 
combination, and will proceed to ad¬ 
vance prices.

1. "Is there any difference between 
the old Socialist lAbor Party and the 
Social Democratic Party of America?" 

2. "If so, would you kindly give me 
all possible information on this point?"

There is no difference in principles. 
Both parties stand for the abolition of 
the wage and profit system, and for 
the collective ownership of the means 
of prodiictioD and distribution. There 
i.s, however, a great difference in the 
tiictlca applied by these two organiza¬ 
tions which I shall make clear in the 
following lines. 

a a a 

During the last decade toe 8. L. P. 
management succeeded in building up 
a Cbineac wall between the Socialist 
party and the general labor and trades 
union movement of this country, aod 
this progress-checking wall was finally 
decorat^ with the crown of a “Social¬ 
ist Trades and Labor AlliaLnce.” In 
name a national trades union federa¬ 
tion, In reality an organization of al¬ 
leged Socialist unionists formed for 
the main purpose of antagonizing and 
breaking up old bona fide trades and 
labor organizationa. A crown of tboma 
for the general labor movement! 

a a a 

To this kind of work, carried on un¬ 
der the cloak of Socialism, the Social 
Democratic Party enters its emphatic 
protest The Social Democratic Party 
of America, in strict accord with toe 
International Socialist movement, 
openly and firmly declares that the 
tactics employed by the 8. L. P. to¬ 
wards the general labor movement are 
entirely unsoclallstic, that such tactics 
are a disgrace to the International So¬ 
cial Democratic movement; that by 
such tactics the disorganization. In¬ 
stead of the organization, •of the wage 
working proletariat will be brought 
iiltout. 

• * a 

The Social Democratic Party of 
.\merlca has clearly and concisely 
stated its posltioD towards the trades 
union movement. The trades union 
resolutions adopted at the Chicago con¬ 
vention are part of the platform of the 
new party. Like the demands for the 
farmers, the trade union resolution 
lielongs to the Social Democratic Party 
platfonn, and the platform should 
never appear in print without the trade 
union resolution. By taking this posi¬ 
tion the Social Democratic Party 
simply followed the tactics of the In¬ 
ternational Social Democracy, thereby 
also carrying out the decisions of vari¬ 
ous international labor congresses.

The S. L. r. officially sanctions and 
assists the “Socialist Trades and 
I.abor Alliance." The "8. T. and L. 
A.” Is organizing little rival unions to 
the bona fide national trades unions of 
the printers, bakers, brewery workers, 
clgarmakers, etc., thereby not only en¬ 
dangering the organization of thou¬ 
sands of wage-workers, tmt also assist¬ 
ing the rapitaUM einploy«M In fighting 
iiona fide trades organizations. 
Whether this be done consciously or 
unconsciously is not for the wage¬ 
workers to decide; suffice it for them 
to know that such mischievous work 
Is (lone by an organization claiming to 
1 k‘ the advance guard of labor in Its 
struggle for emancipation.

The platform of the Social Demo¬ 
cratic Party contains the following 

cllAllSC* ** 

"The trade union movement and in¬ 
dependent political action are the chief 
emancipating factors of the working 
class, the one representing lu eco¬ 
nomic. the other its political wing, and 
that both must cofiperate to sboUsh 
the capitalist system of production 

and distribution.”

Sow. Brother John, think of the 
“Socialist" union labels put into cir¬ 
culation by the “8. T. and L. A.” in 
opposition to the labels of the Typo¬ 
graphical Unit'n, Bakers’ International 
Union, Clgario^ers, etc., pause and 
think of the “cooperation” existing be¬ 
tween the S. L. P. and these trades or- 
ganlzatiops! To this kind ot ’’co-opera¬ 
tion” the Social Democratic Party ob¬ 
jects. Queer os It may appear, the 
official organs of the 8. L. P. and S. T. 
and L. A. seem to be ashamed of their 
own union label, for. U I remember 
correctly, not even the ”N. Y. People” 
bears the SocUUsts Trades and Labor 
AlUaace Isbel. This reminds me of a 
boM brewer who never tasted • drop 


of his own beer, because his atomack 
could not stand the adulteratad bever¬ 
age. The “Elatielas” own union label 
seems to be too strong a laxative for 
the official organs of the 8. L. P.

I'he assertioD' hfig. Kpeatedly been 
made that the ta^cs of the 8. L. P. 
toward the trades union movement of 
this country was the same aa the tac¬ 
tics followed by the Socialist labor 
parties of Rurepe. This la not true. 
Neither In England nor in France, 
neither in Belgium, Germany, Austria, 
Scandiuaviii, Spain nor Italy, have the 
Socialist parties ever organised rival 
organizations to oid-establiahed, bona 
fide trades unions, aa facts will show, 
a a a 

In Bngland our Socialist comrades, 
Hyndman, Quelch and others of the 
Social Democratic Federation, Kelr 
Hardle. Tom Mann, Ben TlUett and 
Blatchford of the Independent Labor 
Party; John Burns, the Batt«reea 
labor leader—all of them have been 
active in the general trade union move¬ 
ment disseminating Socialist ideas and 
edocating the old trades nnloniets In 
the grand principles of a world-'wide 
Social Democratic labor movement. 
Tbe fact that such prominent Social¬ 
ists os Mann, Tlllett, Thorne (of tbe 
powerful Gas Works Union), and 
Barnes (tbe ^retary of the splendid 
British Engibeers’ Union) are to-day 
the first officers of some of the most 
powerful trades unions of Bngland, is 
ample proof that the Sociallsta of Eing- 
land have never tried the "Bistlela” 
medicine patented by some of tbe S. 
L. I’, leaders in New York. 

a a a 

In Belgium our comrades Anseele, do 
Paepe, Volders, Bertrand, Vander 
velde, etc., worked among the trades 
unions for many years before the 
economic and the political movements 
became practically one and the same. 
On April 13 and 14, 1879, I. e. nearly 
20 years ago. the Socialist Party of • 
Reigium convened in Brus-sels and ac- 
cepted tbe following in its platform: 

"In tbe economic field tbe party will 
always assist the wage-workt« in 
their struggles to Increase their wages, 
and fight against tbe encroachments 
of capitalism upon labor, etc." 

• » • 

In France men like Jules Gueede, 
I,afargue (of tbe Marxists), Allemane, 
Vaillant. etc., have kept up the aglta- 
tioD in the general labor movement 
until entire natioi^ trades unions, 

with many thousand members, have 

become thoroughly and compleMy Im¬ 
bued with tbe principles of Socially, 
and are now practiiiaUy one and the 
same with tbe Socialist part'n. 

• • • 

Tbe same is true of Scandinavia, 
Austria. Switzerland and Italy, and to 
a great measure even of Spain and 
i’ortugal. the result being a healthy 
and strong Soclallat labor movement 
In these different countries. 

• • • 

If toe same energy bad been ex¬ 
pended for 9 systematic Socialist prop¬ 
aganda In the vaiioiM trades organlsa- 
tioDs as has been wasted in the' work 
of fighting tbe bona fide labor move- 
meni the Socialist movement In this 
country would be more powerful to¬ 
day, and there would probably be but 
one united Socialist p^y la the field. 

• • • 

We know what trades unleus can do 
and what they cannot. We shall not 
flatter tbe weakness of tbe trades 
unionists, but point out tbe insuffi¬ 
ciency of trades imiouisin in tbe pro¬ 
letarian struggle for emanglpatioii, and 
educate the economicaUy organlaed 
wage-workers up to Socialism and true 
Social Democracy.

The Social Democratic Party also 
objects most 'emphatically to the 
methods employed by the leaders of 
the S. L. P. toward all people, Social- 
ists and noD-Socialists, who hai^n 
to have an opinion of their own. (3ood 
Socialists, comrades that were fight¬ 
ing In the frost ranks of onr movament 
for years, )jave been denoanced as 
fakirs, traitors, etc., have been sus¬ 
pended and expelled right and left 
witbont any just .canse whatsoever. 
'Truth, right and morality have re¬ 
peatedly bron disregarded. Tbs Social 
Democratic Party of America calls at¬ 
tention to the Statutes of the Inter¬ 
national Workingmen’s. Aasorlatkm

them falls bis name goes over the land 
In the dispatches, and a nation mourns. 
The Identity of the priTate is sank in 
the mere announcement: Fifty men 
killed, or, two hundred men kltled. In 
all decency, thei^ore, should not the 
prlrate receive more conslderatiMi than 
the beUnsled leader? Yet, so crasy 
and topsy-turvy is our general feeling 
in such matters, that the friends'of the 
obscure private who goes down to the 
bloody ground unwept and unsung, 
look to the action of the high officials 
in directing their attention to the offi¬ 
cers ns a thing to be applauded. We 
feel that the officer is made of a little 
whiter meat than the men under him, 
and he gets our attention and our 
sympathy. The capitalistic atmosphere 
we breathe, heavy with its poisonous 
false morality, stunts and gnarls our 
humanity. And then, too, we have our 
feeling for leaders as a relic of the 
days of feudalism, when the common 
people bowed submission to the lords 
above them, and looked upon them as 
being superior to common mortals. 


The strike of the packing bonse labor¬ 
ers at Omaha, which was participated 
in by over 5,000 men, and resulted in 
Victory for the strikers, received the 
active sopport of “Mother" Mary 
Jones, who was on the ground and ren¬ 
dered timely assistance to the men. 
The Western Laborer says: “She made 
close inquiry into the merits of the 
strike and declared, ‘Civilisation owes 
those men, their wives and babies bet¬ 
ter treatment than that I will go 
down and do what I can'—and she did. 
SLe made speeches to the pien Thurs¬ 
day < night, Saturday afternoon 
and ' evening. She was down 
there Sunday all day and even¬ 
ing, and Monday She made five 
speeches, the fifth one being made at 
the Jollification meeting in the even¬ 
ing. The committee wanted to pay 
Mother Jones her expenses, but she de¬ 
clined to accept their money. She was 
a great help to the committee in keep¬ 
ing up the courage of the men and 
advising the managers on the policy 
to pursue. Mother Jones has endeared 
herself, in the hearts of the packing 
house men, and it will be many a long 
day before they will forget her." 


That on alert and Intelligent Social¬ 
ist, once admitted to office and given 
an opportunity-to serve the people, can 
make things a little interesting for the 
other fellows. Is illustrated in the 
game fight that Comrade James F. 
Carey, a member of the Social Demo¬ 
cratic Party and president of the Com¬ 
mon Council of Haverhill, Mass., has 
carried on to preserve the eight-hour 
regulation for the street employee of 
Haverhill. 

In the early part of the year Carey 
Introduced an order for an eight-hour 
work day for city employes without 
a reduction in pay. After a fight be 
got it through. It went into effect. 
Kvery man that employed laborers 
found it operated against hia-interest, 
so a fight was started to repeal it and 
to return to the old time, nine hours. 
Tile alderman passed two orders re¬ 
pealing the law. When these orders 
went to Carey's branch, the Common 
Council, he fought them and they were 
killed there. .\t a special meeting with 
only a bare quorum present, all the 
ones that liud previously help^ him 
kill the repeal being absent, six in 
uuiuber, the repeal was .again tried. 
Carey immediately moved to amend by 
inserting eight hours in the ' order, 
and made no talk as be wished to 
ascertain how the vote would stand for 
repeal. His amendment 1 
hours M'as lost, 6 to 2. He then knew I

PATRIOTIC CORPORATIONS. 


Postmaster General Bissell's report 
I for 1894, p. 53. and Wilson’s for 18^, 
p. 31, show that the average price for 
carrying the mall was 8 cents jier 
pound, and this for an average dis¬ 
tance of 448 miles. The Texas and 
Southern Pacific Railroad carries caps, 
boots, casstmeres and hardware for 
eight-tenths of a cent per pound from 
New Orleans to San Francisco, 2500 
miles, or five times tbe average haul 
of tbe mail for which 8 cents a pound 
is paid; that is, the government pays 
fifty times as much. On an investiga¬ 
tion before tbe Interstate Commerce 
Commission, George R. Blanchard tes¬ 
tified that the express companies car¬ 
ried milk to New York, a distance of 
•396 miles, at a charge of one-sixth of 
a cent per ponnd, returning tbe cans 
free, and that tbe distance could be in¬ 
creased to 1,000 miles and there would 
still be a profit at one-sixth of a cent; 
while the government pays for the 
transportation of tbe mails over the 
same lines 8 cents for on average of 
448 miles, besides paying for the an¬ 
nual rental of the cars largely more 
than 200 per cent on their coat 
Joseph A. Choate, who appeared for 
the railroads in the same Investigation, 
testified that at the rate of one-third 
of a cent per pound on 40-qnart cans 
there wond be a profit of 200 to 300 
per cent 

The amount paid the railroads for 
tbe rental of the postal cars is $3,600,- 
009 annually, a sum more than enough 
to build outright double the number 
of postal care tbe government has in 
use. There are 500 postal cars In nse, 
costing $3,500 to $4,000 each. These 
the government conid build for less 
than $2000,000, and their avergge life 
being twenty years, it follows mat at 
the present rental of $3,600,000 tbe 
government is paying $72000,000 for 
the property it could acquire for 
$2000,000. On tbe Pennsylvania rail¬ 
road the government pays annufdly 
$7B27 per car for tbe rent of 60 cars,, 
which could each be bought outright' 
for less than half the money. TBus 
over 200 per cent is paid by tbe foy- 
erament as rental of postal cars that 
it should own. 

Besides the annual $S,6QQ,000 for 
rental of poatal c^n, the sum appro¬ 
priated to railroadq for hauling the 
malls Is $29,000,000, an amount (idly

OUR BOASTED DEHOCRACY. 


Prof. Edward Carjieuter, the English 
Socialist, says that this age might rea¬ 
sonably be called tbe disease produc¬ 
ing age. Very Good. But it 
might also with propriety be 
called tbe immoral age. Not im¬ 
moral in tbe restricted sense of 
being obscene, but in its broader ap¬ 
plication'. We have immoral views of 
the relations of life, as, for Instance, 
the rt^'ent reenrring exhibitions of 
vainglorious savagery with regard to 
tbe war. In trade such , a thing as 
healthy morality has disappeared. 
Honest goods scarcely exist at alL and 
in goods whose nature precludes adul¬ 
teration, such ns fruits, for instance, 
deception is practiced in stating their 
place of growjh. So alarmingly tms this 
practice grown that organized steps 
ore being taken to meet it The plu 
most In favor is a system of state 
trademarks, duly protected by law, 
which growers and manufacturers 
may nse as against competing articles 
from other states. Such a trademark 
on a box of California fruit would be 
proof positive that it did not come from 
Miasoiiri, or on a Wbconsln cheese that 
it was not a fined cheese from Bfigln. 


“The President and Secretary Alger,” 
says a press dispatch, “have not over¬ 
looked the saeriflees made by the 
officers of Sbafter’s army, and have de¬ 
termined to do what they can to pro¬ 
vide for their families. A few vacan¬ 
cies among the second lieutenants in 
the regular army exist and these wUl 
be flUsd by appointing the sons of the 
officers who lost their lives on the bat¬ 
tlefield.
